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President's Report 

Brethren in Christ: | 

By the Grace of Almighty God we have come to the close of 
another Synodical year. When we as pastors and congregations re- 
view our activity in light of the opportunity before us surely we are 
filled with a spirit of humility and a firm resolve to use the resourc- 
es at our command to better advantage, - to be better stewards of 
the manifold grace of God. It is well, nevertheless, that with thank- 
ful hearts we rejoice in the privilege of being God’s instruments and 


in observing the fruit of the working of the Spirit through the Word 
and Sacraments. 


It was upon the occasion of the always enjoyable pastoral visits 
when, after discussing some of the perplexing problems and subjects 
which people discuss in these days, a pastor asked the question, 
“What is the situation among our churches?” It was a joy to re- 
port the observation that there is generally apparent an increasing 
interest in the church. The pastors have reported good church at- 
tendance. The congregations are growing in membership. There 1s 
a desire among our people for capable pastoral leadership and faith- 
ful pastoral care and a willingness to support more adequately the 
work of the pastor. There is evidenced a growing sense of steward- 
ship. The increasing interest and helpfulness of our laymen is most 
heartening. While we are humbled by our inadequacy in light of the 
opportunity before us we must nevertheless be thankful for the man 
ner in which God prospers our effort. It behooves us to look hope- 
fully to the future as we continue our work with the assurance of 
our Lord, “All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go ye 


therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 


Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am 


with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 


As we go forward it is important that we maintain the right 
perspective of our course and purpose. Uppermost is the eternal 
truth, “For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish but have 
everlasting life.

ITEM 1.-Meetings of Synod 
a. The regular convention of the Synod shall be held the second 


week following Easter or as near that date as possible. The sessions 
shall begin on — and continue as long as the business of Synod 


may demand. 


b. The shall prepare for all conventions 
the Synod and present it for adoption at the opening session of each 
convention. 

c. The President shall open and close all conventions with the 
use of the liturgical order prepared by The United Lutheran Church 
in America. 

d. The President and those designated by him shall arrange for 


and administer the Holy Communion at every convention of the 


Synod. 

e. The President shall appoint a chaplain for every convention 
of Synod. 
ITEM 2—of the conferences 


a. Each conference shall meet at least twice in each year. One of 
these meetings shall be at the meeting of Synod at which time con- 


ference officers shall be determined by the Conference Presidents. 


SECTION Il.—_COMMITTEES 


ITEM 1—The Executive Committee 


a. Members 


In addition to the officers designated by the Constitution as 
members of this committee, the committee shall consist of two pas- 
ters and two laymen. 


b. Term of Office 


The terms for members of this committee, other than the 
officers, shall be two years in such a manner that the terms of one 
clerical and one lay member shall expire each year. ä 


e. A vacancy in this or any other committee

All applicants for aid. in preparing for the ministry in the 
Lutheran Church, must be made in writing to this committee, who 
shall require the applicant in person to appear before them and state 
his motives for entering the ministry. Applicants who are granted 
aid shall be known as “Beneficiaries.” Financial aid shall not be ex- 
tended to persons who are not preparing for the ministry in the 
Lutheran Church. This Committee shall determine the amount to be 
granted to each applicant, and the number of students to be aided. 


In all cases where aid is granted the Committee shall require 
each Beneficiary to attend Midland College and the Central Theolog- 
ical Seminary and shall require each Beneficiary to take the pres- 
cribed course. Such Beneficiaries shall be required to pursue a con- 
tinuous course of study from the time of matriculation at College 
until graduated from the College and also from the Seminary, unless 
an exception is allowed by formal action of the Synod.

shall be required by the committee, but the committee shall not ac- 
cept a note signed either by any pastor or any congregation, or col 
lege or seminary professor. Interest upon such promissory note 
shall not be chargeable as long as the applicant continues his studies 
for the ministry and complies with the requirements of this com- 
mittee of Synod. Berieficiaries of the Synod shall be ordained by 
this Synod, except under such conditions of ministerial work as 
shall be approved by a majority vote of the Committee on Ministerial 
Education, together with the endorsement of the President of Synod.

3. Every report shall be signed by a majority of those submitt- 
ing 1 statements shall be signed by the entire minority 


4. The Secretary of Synod shall mail one copy of the pre- con- 
vention bulletin to each minister on the Synodical roll and one add- 
itional copy for the use of the lay delegate of each parish at least 
two weeks before the regular convention of Synod. 


5. The Executive Committee is authorized to require that all 
financial reports shall be audited by an accredited accountant be- 
fore presentation to the Synod.

The President of Synod shall be chairman of the delegation. — 


The Secretary of Synod, if not an elected delegate, shall never 
theless attend as a representative of Synod. 


SECTION VIII—ELECTIONS 


The election of all officers shall be by ballot, and in those of- 
fices where ministers only are eligible there shall be no nominations. 


And the same rule shall apply in the election of clerical members to 


delegations, boards, trustees and Executive Committee; but for lay 
members nominations may be made. . 


Election of officers shall take place as the first item of business 
after the roll of Synod is made up and reports of the officers and 
elective committees of Synod are made.

SECTION IX—MINISTERS 
ITEM I 

Should a minister resign as pastor either of an individual con- 
gregation or of a pastorate, he shall tender a letter of resignation 
to the Church Council or Joint Council as the case may be, which 
shall be referred to the congregation or pastorate for consideration 
and action.

ITEM 3—Retired Ministers Serving the Church Otherwise Than as

b. Every such clergyman should like wise hold a definite relation- 
ship to a Synod. 5 


e. Retired clergymen serving the Church otherwise than as pas. 
tors of congregations, should not be selected as lay representatives 
from any congregation, in order that the object of lay representation 
should be faithfully observed. 


ITEM IV—Congregational Membership of Ministers Who Are Not 
Pastors of Congregations. 


a. Every pastor is not only an officer, but a member of the 
congregation over which he is placed. | 


b. Where the pastoral relation is sundered, membership within 
the congregation last served remains until a formal transfer be 
made to another congregation. 


e. The congregational membership of the President of this Synod 
shall be determined by his own personal judgment, the understand- 
ing being that any congregation within the Synod, which has elect- 
ed him to office as Chief Executive will require no further testimon- 
ial for his admission as a member than his personal application to 
be so enrolled; and that notice served by him of his withdrawal 
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from the congregation he has hitherto served, or from which he is 
about to withdraw, shall be regarded as the honorable method of 
terminating said relation with a particular congregation, in order 
that he may be better able to serve the Synod to which both the 
President and the congregation belong. 


d. The By-Laws under this section shall be understood as car- 
rying with them only explanatory and advisory force and not as be-

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION FOR NERRASKA 
LUTHERAN SOCIAL SERVICE 
FOREWORD. 


It has become evident during the past several years that there 
is a need in the State of Nebraska for churches of the National 
Lutheran Council to pian and develop a common Social service pro- 
gram, particularly a chaplaincy service program. It becomes nec- 
essary to establish some representative agency which may be charg- 
ed with the responsibility of developing such an N.L.C. program, - an 

which may also utilize the counsel and guidance of the Div- 
ision of Welfare of the National Lutheran Council. | 


Such an agency, approved and supported by the districts, con- 
_ ferences or synods of the N. L. C. in the State of Nebraska, may also 
be a recognized agency through which any general Lutheran Church 
body may direct its appropriations. 


In order to meet this need the executive commitee of the Cen- 
tral District of the A.L.C. invited representatives of the other N. L. 
C. synods to a meeting in Omaha on December 5th, 1949. Dr. C. E. 
Krumbholz of the N. L. C. and Dr. Carl Reuss, Executive Director of 
the Board of Social Action of the A.L.C. were also present. A Com 
mittee on constitution met on January 5, 1950, and on January 30 
reported back to the entire group. 


The following constitution has been framed to be presented tu 
each of the N.L.C. Synods in 1950 for official approval and author- 
ization to proceed with the organization of the association. If the 
synod approves the constitution, it shall immediately elect its res 
pective representatives. 


It is understood that as soon as this constitution has been ap- 
proved by a sufficient number of synods, conferences, or districts 
to aggregate three fourths of the congregations of the N. L. C. in 
Nebraska, the organization shall be effected. |

ARTICLE I. — NAME 


The name of this organization shall be Nebraska Lutheran 


Social Service. | 


3 ARTICLE II. — PURPOSE ; 
The purpose shall be to serve as a common social service as- 
sociation for National Lutheran Council church bodies operating in 
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Nebraska, to develop and administer programs of Christian social 
service as needs are demonstrated and resources permit. It shali 
work in close cooperation with other social service programs in the 
state and shall participate in coordinating programs which may be 
sponsored by the Churches or communities. 


ARTICLE III. — MEMBERSHIP 


1. The membership shall consist of the representatives elected 
by the respective National Lutheran Council church bodies cover- 
ing the area of Nebraska, that have indicated their desire to partici- 
pate in this association and have accepted this constitution. 

2. The president of each participating church body shall be the 
representative for the first 5000 confirmed members of that group 
in Nebraska; and an additional representative shall be elected for 
each additional 5000 confirmed members, or major fraction thereof.

| 3. The president of each participating church body shall be a 
member as long as he remains in his office. Other members shall be 
elected for terms of three pene dating from the annual meeting foi- 
lowing his election. 

4. Participating church bodies shall have the right to fill vac- 
ancies occurring in their respective representations.

HOME MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


The Home Missions Committee is prompted by a twofold motive 
with one purpose, the strengthening of our existing work and the 
establishment of new congregations for the purpose of proclaiming 
the Gospel message in order that more people might know Jesus 
Christ as their Lord and Saviour. | 


Motivated by the desire to strengthen existing work your com- 
mittee is happy to present an encouraging report. The committee 
recognizes the difficulty with which work has been carried on in 
some of our relatively smaller congregations. In certain instances, 
because of their size, it has been obviously difficult for congregations 
to support their work adequately. The result has been that some have 
experienced a series of short pastorates and rather frequent and ex- 
tended periods of vacancy. It must be recognized, however, that there 
has been a loyalty and commendable expression of stewardship on 


the part of the people in these congregations. They have manifested © 


an earnest desire to go forward and have been willing to give of their 
means in order that this might be accomplished. Recognizing such 
eagerness on the part of the people for capable pastoral leadership 
and also the difficulties which some congregations have encountered 
in the past, your committee, in the name of Synod, has offered as- 
sistance so that through mutual cooperation the work of the Church 
might go forward. Congregations and pastors have been heartened 
by Synod’s interest in their welfare and have engaged in the Master’s 
work with a new spirit of resolve and enthusiasm.

gations and pasters at Broadwater, Wilber, Walton-Eagle and 


Spencer. In each of these places the work is progressing nicely. 
Pastor Cordts of Wilber and Pastor Simon of Broadwater have been 
working in their respective fields for several years and, therefore, 
to their capable leadership has been added the impetus of continuity 
with results that are indeed encouraging. We rejoice with the con- 
gregations at Walton and Eagle in that Pastor Paul Kuehner ac- 
cepted the Calls extended by them and is now busily at work in this 
field which has been vacant for more than a year. We are encour- 
aged by the reports which come from these congregations and look | 
forward to a period of sound building under the experienced leader- 
ship of Pastor Kuehner. The fact that Pastor Wilfred Henning, on 


March ist, assumed leadership of the congregation at Spencer is also 


a source of joy and causes us to follow with interest and anticipation 
the work of that congregation, It would be an injustice of omission 
not to speak well of the effort being put forth by the people of these 
congregations and also the congregation at Bellevue in which your 
committee is directly interested. We gratefully acknowledge their 
willing and cooperative spirit. | 


We report, appreciatively, also on the work of this committee in 
relation to the Board of American Missions of our United Lutheran 
Church. This phase of our work has a threefold significance. The 
one concerns delinquent obligations of long standing with the Board 
These have new been met with satisfactory arrangements. In two of 
the three instances payment has been made in full thus erasing the 
obligations entirely while the remaining debt is being met with reg- 
ular payments to the mutual satisfaction of the Board, the Synod and 
the congregation. It is proper that we recognize, by way of report, 
the helpfulness of the Board in this regard through its Division of 
Church Extension. 


A second significant factor in our relationship with the Board 
concerns an existing work. The Board has manifested a continuing 
interest in our congregation at Bellevue. With the resignation of 
Pastor Kramer the congregation was again faced with the difficult 
problem of obtaining a pastor. We are happy to report that Mr. 
George Steffens of the California Synod is now the resident student 
supply pastor busily at work in this field. Mr. Steffens and his fam- 
ily are occupying the personage while he serves this congregation 
and pursues his studies at Central Seminary. This arrangement has 
been made with the approval and cooperation of the Board, the Synod 
and the congregation here, too, we follow with interest the increas- 
ing momentum of the work. ¥ 


A third significant feature of our Synod-Board relationship 
concerns the establishment of a new mission at Alliance, Nebraska. 
This work is scheduled to begin June Ist under the leadership of 
Pastor Vernon Jacobs. This field was surveyed in May 1949 under the 
direction of the Division of Survey and Research of the Board. The 
survey was made by Pastors Pfeiffer, Gigstad, Monnich, Bartels, 
students Philip Biblehimer and Earl Heuser of Central Seminary, to- 
gether with the President of Synod. Later the Board approved the 
field for occupancy. We are happy that Mr. Vernon Jacobs accepted 
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the Call extended him by the Board upon the recommendation of this 
committee. We shall follow the development of this field with eager 
3 — humbly pray that Almighty God will guide and prosper 


It is recognized that certain phases of this commitee’s activity 
may be carried on in cooperation with the Board of American Mis-

sions and also that certain responsibilities of the committee must be 


met by the committee alone. Your committee is aware of the need 
for additional funds with which to carry on its work. The committee's 
recommendation in this regard has been approved by the Executive

TABITHA HOME 


Naturally this has been an outstanding year in the history of 
this institution for it was within this year, 1949, that the commodious 
new building for the aged was practically completed and we moved 
our aged guests, kitchen, dining room and offices from the old 
structure. We have entered, we believe, a new era in the history 
of the Insitution. | 

Naturally we expect larger figures pertaining to the welfare 
and service in our aged guests’ department. In 1948 we served 88 
guests. During 1949 we served 97 aged guests. These figures will 


grow considerably in the serviee rendered with the new and larger 


equipment in the year 1950. Of the 97 aged guests served 39 were 
men, 58 were women. At the beginning of the year there wer 60 
guests living in the Home. Thirty-seven were received during the 
year; 18 were dismissed; 9 were taken by death. Of the total of 97 


_ guests served, 69 were Lutheran; 28 were non-Lutheran. Thirty-two 


gave as their residence Lincoln; 65 from outside of Lincoln or Lan- 
caster County. Of the total of 97: 25 were Old Age Assistant recipi- 
ents. Seventy-two were either here on contract, or paying their 
own expenses, or earning part of their care and a few, purely charity _ 
During the year we received and have with us now one displaced 
person, a Latvian woman. res 


In our children’s department, 48 children were served this year. 
At the beginning of the year there were 34 children. At the close 
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of the year there were 33 children. During the year 14 were dis- 


missed. Twenty-two families were represented by the children 
served. Of the 12 dismissed during the year; 8 were returned to the 
home of a parent or relative; 3 of them returned to the state of 
their residence, ic. Wyoming. One child was found to be epileptic 
and was placed where he would receive special care in a private 
home. Three of the children under our care are living in private 
homes and have lived there two years or more. One child under 
our care is a Latvian D. P. ? 


Of the 48 children served, 44 were either Lutheran or baptised 
Lutheran shortly after entering Tabitha. Four were non-Lutheran 
Of the total served 36 were from outside of Lincoln or Lancaster 
County; 12 from Lincoln. The final papers for the adoption of one 
of our boys were filed during the year and the adoptive placement 
will soon be made of another one of our boys. 


A great deal of service was rendered by our case worker to 
children who were not actually received into Tabitha Home. We 
have cooperated with our own Lutheran Child Care Agency and 


with private and civic agencies as well. Five children were referred 


to St. Thomas; 17 were referred to other state or private agencies. 
These children were out of the scope of service that is rendered by 
Tabitha Home either because of age limits or health conditions. Our 
case worker has regularly attended meetings of the local Family and 
Children’s Group and the Family and Child Care Division of our 
Nebraska Lutheran Council. 3 


At the present there is room for 5 girls in Bethel and 2 boys in 
Nazareth. 
THE TABITHA FARM 


One will note from the audit that the total income from live- 
stock, poultry, milk and cream during the year 1949 was $6,152.28. 


This amount is reduced $2,490 by a decrease in inventory which was 


due to the fact that we completely sold our hog crop through the 
year. (Also, of course, the depreciation in machinery and buildings.) 
This leaves a gross profit of $3,662.28. This gross profit through 
the year was aproximately eaten up by expenses, according to the 
audit, but nevertheless, the farm, in December, turned over $2,000 
to the building fund and likewise in January of this year another 
32,000 was paid into the building fund. The bank statement at the 
end of this month shows a balance of $1,215.42. 


_ Owing to the fact that the city of Lincoln will not permit other 
than Grade A milk to be sold, we have found it advisable to put in 
equipment meeting the requirements of the City Board of Health. 
This included a milk cooler, a hot water heater and certain changes 
in our milk room. The Home is paying for this equipment which 
will be a little over $500. Our tenant took care of the labor and 
the incidental material in connection with the changes of the barn 


which were necessary. The new tenant on the farm is Mr. Carl 


Ossenkop. He has a wife and two children. 


OUR HELPERS | | 
The help situation at Tabitha has improved. We believe tha 


we are leaving a very fine corps of workers, Not that everything 
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— 


has run perfectly smooth. Where you bring together personalities 
living and working as closely as they do at Tabitha there is bound to 
be friction from time to time. A number of new helpers have 
been engaged this year. We increased our staff because we realized 
the extra work that would be entailed in moving and becoming re- 
organized in the new building. | : 


During this year Tabitha Home extended a call to Sister 
Elizabeth Huth to become the Matron and Hostess at Tabitha Home. 
The Baltimore Motherhouse. with whom Sister Elizabeth is asso- 
ciated, consented to the call and assigned her to serve at Tabitha 
Home. She came to the Home the first of August. We are m 
happy to have her in our midst. 5 


FINANCES: GENERAL HELP 


In analyzing our auditor’s report one notes the fact that our 
income receipts for the year 1949 amounted to $54,810.84. This 
exceeded the 1948 receipts by $881.13. One will notice that the 
operating receipts for the year were $1,000 more in 1948 than they 
were in 1949. The Home is doing much more charitable work than 
formerly. We note the fact that voluntary contributions in 1949 
exceeded those in 1948 by $2,230.20. The Community Chest is almost 
$1,000 more in 1949 than 1948. It is with some satisfaction that we 
note our total expenditures in 1949 were $158.04 less than in 1948. 
However, because of the expenditures exceeding the receipts this 
year and in 1948, $5,000 was drawn from the Emergency and De- 
preciation Fund and placed in the General Fund during the year. 
One other word in regard to the General Fund; we believe that 
many folks contribute to Tabitha Home regardless of what fund it 
is to go into. After the building is entirely paid for, we believe that 
many of these gifts will be available for the general fund or any 
other use so directed by the Board. : 


BUILDING FUND 

Your Executive Director praises the Lord and realizes to Him 
should be all glory, but I cannot refrain from looking back over 
the last eight and one-half years and note the growth of the build- 
ing fund. The new boiler house was being completed when I came 
in July, 1941 and after it was paid for there remained but about 
$7,000 actually in the building fund. The general fund owed to the 


building fund $12,000, but that amount was not available. Through 


these years as | have made these reports to you I have called your 
attention to the marvelous way in which the Church has responded 
to the need! For example, on January 1, 1948 there was $213,217.42. 
On January 1, 1949, there was $306,818.27 and on January 1, 1950, 
$392,832.56. We expect to receive in the near future from Bequests 
and other sources $48,760.72 for the Building Fund, and face an 
expenditure of $53,238.84 leaving a balance yet to be received of 
$4,477.40. If the Church would give us the $4,500.00 before sum- 
mer, we would be able to complete the building free from debt. It is 
our hope and prayer that this can be done. ee | 


Surely we have all reasons to be grateful to God and the Church 
for the. wonderful support we have received in this great enterprise.

me: To The Synod of Nebraska 3 
In the providence of God, Midland College was permitted in Sep- 
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tember to begin its 63rd year of continuous service to our youth, to 
the church, and to society. We deem it a high privilege, as well as a 
great responsibility, to be used by the Lord to build the Kingdom of 

God into the lives of those young people who will be the leaders of 
our church and our nation. a 


2. Officers of the Corporation 


The present officers of the corporate Board are: President, Dr.

| Many colleges and universities in our country have sustained a 
loss in enrollment as compared with last year. The enrollment in the 
U. L. C. A. colleges decreased on an average 11.2% The decrease at 


Midland was 40 students, or 8%. The chief cause of the decline is 


the decrease in G. I. students, which accounts for more than one half 
of the loss. Another cause is the smaller number of high school 
graduates resulting from a low birth rate 17 or 18 years ago. An- 
other contributing factor in Nebraska is the new law granting the 
state teachers colleges (which charge only a nominal tuition rate) 
the right to grant liberal arts degree. : | 


The total daytime students for the two semesters nunhbée 444, 


which with the 59 evening class students, gives us a total of 503. 


The men outnumber the women better than two to one. In addition, 
there were 329 enrolled in the Summer Session in 1949. oe 


In a few categories, we may record an increase, as for instance 
in the number of Lutheran students, Our college is actually serving 
23 more Lutheran students this year than last. The Lutheran per- 
centage has increased from 58% to 63%. It is interesting to note 
that of the students who attend Midland from outside of Fremont 
77% are of the Lutheran faith. We are also gratified over the 
splendid increase in the number of young men who have the ministry 
in view, 59 this year as compared with 45 in 1948. Several girls are 
preparing themselves for full-time church work. 


This year our student body is most cosmopolitan in nature. Al- 
though Nebraska furnishes by far the largest number of students, 
they hail from 21 states and from Washington, D.C., from the At- 
lantic as well as from the Pacific Coast. There are 13 students from 
7 foreign countries. 


IV Our Faculty and Staff 
The quality of our faculty and staff remains high. We welcome

We regret exceedingly that it was necessary to close our books 
at the end of the last fiscal year with an operation loss of approxi- 
mately $18,000. The fact that we have 40 students fewer this year 
than last will reduce our income from students’ tuition and fees by 
about $14,000. It will be very difficult, if not impossible, to operate 
in the black this year. 


The Board of Trustees and its Executive Committee are deeply 
concerned about the financial situation. A most serious effort is 
being made by the college administration to curtail all possible ex- 
penses. Yet there is a point beyond which we cannot go if we are 
to maintain a good, vigorous, educational institution. While the Col- 
lege deeply appreciates the excellent support from the Nebraska 
Synod, it will be necessary to increase this support if Midland is to 
thrive. Under the circumstances it is not feasible to increase the 
students’ tuition and fees, The Executive Committee of The Board 
of Trustees is, therefore, respectfully recommending to the supporting 
Synods that they increase their annual apportionment to $1.35 pe! 
communing member. 
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VI — CHEY Objectives 


At this writing (Feb. 13) there is in evidence a gratifying in- 
terest and zeal for the Chey appeal. It is an inspiring thought that 
the whole U.L.C.A. in one mighty effort is rising to the support of 
our colleges and seminaries. | 3 


As time passes certain needs of the college become more acute 


and others recede in urgency. This applies also to the Midland Chey 
objectives. Although the need for buildings is still present, parti- 
cularly for a new Library-Administration building, the need for put 
ting the college on a sound financial basis has become most urgent. 


There is also the recently discovered necessity of rebuilding our cen- 


tral heating plant. With the approval of the synods the following 
would be the approximate order of the Chey items: (1) Payment of 
accumulated operational deficit, (2) Reconditioning of the central 
heating plant, (3) New Library-Administration Building, (4) Re- 
modeling of the old Administration Building. (The latter two pro- 
jects would have to be taken care of together.) ‘ 


IN CONCLUSION,-the morale of the faculty and students is 
high, Midland is effectively continuing its God-given task in educat- 
ing the type of leaders which our church and our country need. An 
investment in Midland is most worthwhile. From the standpoint of 
the church such an investment brings the greatest dividends, for, 
while only 15% of our Lutheran young people attend our own church 
colleges, these institutions furnish our church with 85 to 90% of its 
pastors, missionaries, and other full-time leaders. This, in addition 
to the thousands of educated laymen in all walks of life who take 

places of leadership in our congregations and communities. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 
We recommend to the Nebraska Synod that, | 
(1) Midland College be placed upon the Synodical apportion 
ment for 1951 in the amount of $1.35 per communing member.

has been operating under its own power and authority.

REPORT ON LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 


In 1949, 32 of our Nebraska Synod congregations gave their 
LWA quota 100% or over, with several exceeding their quota by 
nearly 1/3. These congregations and pastors are to be commended 
for their efforts and obedience to God’s Word in a cause of the 
gravest concern to all Christian church people. How many lives 
and souls have been saved by the dollars and goods given through 
LWA only God Himself knows. We should all therefore be greatly 
concerned about those 21 congregations that failed to give, even the 
minimum quota which is their fair share — some failing by a very 
small margin — some giving little or nothing. 


Brethren, let us not forget the tremendous need which still 
exists—need that will not be alleviated if LWA does not do it. In 
1949 the ULCA failed its quota by more that $88,000 — Nebraska 
Synod congregations accounted for nearly 10% of that deficit, by 
falling short $8,666. How many souls will be lost to the Kingdom 
because of that deficit of dollars? This matter should weigh on our 
hearts and conscience heavily. 


In 1950 let us redouble our efforts to put our Synod in the credit 
side. The quotas are figured on the basis of active membership, 
and has been reduced overall to the point where it would be nothing 
short of disgrace if we did not reach our 100% this year. Let us 
use all the materials—literature, movies, and facts—to present this 
great cause fully and constantly to our people, so that we need. 
no longer hang our heads in shame before our Lord in this matter. 
Let us, to the LUTHERAN WORLD, show ACTION in this matter 
of still grave urgency. And may the Lord richly bless your efforts.

Lutheran Student Service, 1950 


Student Service has made splendid progress these past few years, 
not only here in Nebraska but throughout the nation. The one great 
factor making possible this progress has been the united efforts of 
the Lutheran Churches through the National Lutheran Council. Here 
in Lincoln the work of the Lutheran Student Foundation is evidence 
of this cooperation. Ministry to students on large campuses of our 
universities would be most inadequate without this splendid work of 
the Division of Student Service of the National Lutheran Council. 


Progress in Student Service in Lincoln as a result of the coopera- 
tive effort of the Lutheran church groups is easily noted. These ac- 
complishments have been made: 


In the fall of 1945 an expanded program on the Ag Campus was 
begun, with the renting of a Student Center and parsonage. 


In the fall of 1946 a fulltime Pastor to students was installed. 


In J une of 1947 the Lutheran Student Foundation was organized 
and incorporated. 


In the fall of 1947 the Foundation rented the Lutheran Student 
House at the Main Campus. : 


In the fall of 1948 the Foundation added a graduate-assistant to 
the staff. Also in 1948 the lots for the new Student Center were pur- 


During 1949 the Foundation has strengthened its financial sup- 
port from church bodies in Nebraska. These church groups have 
also pledged support to the Building Fund, some of them in the a- 
mount of $1.00 per confirmed member. 


The next and logical step is to complete plans for the new 
Student Center at the Main Campus and to secure adequate funds 
to begin construction. Preliminary architectural drawings are now 
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The accomplishments by the Foundation have made possible a 
more expansive and more effective ministry to the students in Lin- 
coln. Bible teaching, personal contacts and counselling, a friendly 
and consultative relationship with the administration and depart- 
ments at the University, guided service projects done by students and 
the increasing scope of our ministry among students are evidences of 
the worthwhileness of our program. 


It is wisdom on the part of the church to provide a ministry to 
students on the campus. To the question, “Why a student ministry ?”, 
we can offer these valid reasons. 85% of the young people of our 
church who attend college are at tax supported schools. They are 
our young people, baptized and confirmed in our churches. They are 
our potential leaders of tomorrow in church, community and state. 


Then, too, the subtle enemies of secularism and materialistic philoso- 
phies must be met with the positive redeeming message of the gos- 


pel of Jesus Christ. 


The ministry to students follows the genera] pattern outlined by 
the Division of Student Service of the National Lutheran Council: 
Worship, Bible Study, counselling, discussion groups, service and 
fellowship. The week’s schedule includes worship at local Lutheran 
churches, 6 Bible classes, 4 chapel services, a social or discussion 
meeting, daily coffee hours and the LSA meetings at City and Ag 
Campuses. A Graduate Club, and two Mr. and Mrs. Clubs meet 
monthly. A larger number of faculty members are being used in our 
Student program. 


The Pastor to Lutheran Students has a graduate-assistant, Miss 


La Vonne Johnson, whose duties consist of secretarial and office work, 


contacting and counselling women students, and advisor to various 
phases of the LSA pro i 


The Lutheran Student Associations of City and Ag Campuses 
are sponsoring a DP program. One student is here now. Another 
and his family will arrive, we hope, in this next semester. In addi- 
tion to these, the LSA gives some help to other ex-DP students on 
the campus. 


Besides this important service, many students are conscious of 
the importance of putting into practice their Christian life, by work 
projects and deputation programs. A choir of forty voices is prepar- 
ing for spring week-end concert tours. Many students worship in the 
local churches and some are active in Sunday School and Choir work. 


There are 700 NLC students at the University Campuses and a- 
bout 150 at other educational institutions. The percentage of service 
men is much smaller. Another year or two will see most of these 
graduated. There will be fewer married students then also. 


The Lutheran Student Foundation expresses sincere gratitude 
to the Nebraska Synod of the ULC for its increased financial sup- 
port to this important ministry to students in our capitol city.

REPORT OF THE REPORTER TO THE LUTHERAN 


Your reporter is one of 58 men who has been on The Lutheran 
staff as correspondent from The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Nebraska during the year 1949. I fulfilled every assignment, ex- 
actly on time or ahead of time. It is a record of faithful service 
given voluntarily by a busy man. : 


A reason for ardent thanksgiving around The Lutheran office, 
according to Editor, Elson G. Ruff, is the steadily increasing circu- 
lation list. “By the end of December,” he writes. “circulation was 
72,300—and still rising rapidly. We will have losses due to non- 
renewals in the next two months, but should show a net gain during 
these months, probably leveling off around 75,000. That is far 
above any circulation ever before in ULC history.” 


We, correspondents are placed on a specific schedule. However, 
Editor Ruff, says he wants in addition any other news which seems 
to warrant a special report. Frequent reports of medium length 
are more useful than occasional long stories. In case of urgent 
news, I am to wire The Lutheran at night press rate collect in case 
something happens later than Thursday. A special delivery letter 
Thursday or earlier should reach the office of The Lutheran before 
press time. Owing to the mechanical problem of printing 50 per 
cent more copies of The Lutheran than formerly, they are locking up 
a 32-page form every Thursday afternoon, That will include part 
of the “News in the Churches” section. The remaining 16 pages go 
on press Monday morning, but of course must be practically closed 
up by the preceding Friday afternoon. The Lutheran is now being | 
electroplated, and printed both from plates and from type simul- 
taneously to double the speed of the press run. 


It is especially urgent that Editor Ruff gets pictures no later 
than Monday morning, and better still on the preceding Thursday. 
When I have photos which go with a story due in there on Tuesday, 
I am to send them three days ahead of the story if possible; it takes 
them at least three days to get a copper engraving made, unless 
they pay a premium price. 

My 1950 schedule is as follows, these dates indicating when 
my report is due at the office of The Lutheran: May 2, June 27, 
August 29 and November 7. Put me on your mailing list to receive 
your weekly bulletins or parish papers. your annual congregational 


reports, etc.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL PENSIONS AND RELIEF 
Contributory Pension Plan: 


The Board of Pensions and Relief has issued 2,508 certificates 
of membership under the Contributory Pension Plan as of Febru- 
ary 13, 1950. Under this Plan it has 53 age pensioners, 7 disability 
pensioners, 24 widow pensioners, and 4 minor pensioners. It has 
paid a lump sum in lieu of pension to 10 Pastors who retired prior 
to November 1, 1947. It has paid 23 widows a lump sum payment in 
lieu of pension since the accumulation standing to their husbands 
account was too small to warrant an annual pension. It has nine 
members who have withdrawn since their entry into the Plan be- 
cause of ineligibility for continued membership. Four of its mem- 
bers have transferred to the American Lutheran Church. 


From the Nebraska Synod, there are 45 active members under 
the Contributory Pension Plan, 2 inactive members. There are no 
age pensioners or widow pensioners, 


Non-Contributory Pension Plan or “Basic” Plan: 

Over the entire Church, there are 368 age pensioners, 47 disa- 
bility pensioners, 671 widows. 12 missionaries and 116 children. 
From the Nebraska Synod there are 3 age pensioners, 1 age pen- 
sioner with 2 children and 12 widows, a total of 18 pensioners.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS 1949 


The year was designated by the Parish and Church School 
Board as Lezdership Education Year. Along these lines our Syn- 
odical Committee set up an itinerary for Pastor Wm. Avery, cov- 
ering the State in a series of Sunday School Worker’s Rallies from 


November 1 to November 15. 


The Parish and Church School Board reports for the Synod 
of Nebraska an enrollment increase as a result of the 1948 Dem- 
onstrations for Enlistment of 526 or a gain of 5.5% for the Synod. 
Thirty of the thirty-two Synods reported an increase over the 


preceding year. 


The 1950 program of the Board for the field representative 
calls for a series of area meetings in which the topic—“Church 
and Home Teaching” will be emphasized. Our Committee, however, 
recommended a major adiustment which was approved by the 
Board to the extent that these area meetings be limited to one 
_afternoon or evening for the pastors or lay leaders who will in 
turn present the program later in their respective parishes. The 
itinerary is set up for combined Midwest and Nebraska Synods 
October 11-25th. 4

REPORT OF LEADERSHIP EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 


This division of the Parish Life and Work Committee co-operated 
whole-heartedly with the Parish and Church School Board in leader- 
ship improvement in the year 1949. Sunday School Workers’ Ral- 
lies were held from November 1-15 in eleven different areas of 
Synod, with the Rev. Wm. S. Avery, Staff Member of the Board, 
of Philadelphia, in charge. President T. J. C. Schuldt, Dr. W. P 
Hieronymus, Dr. E. B. Keisler, and Dr. T. D. Rinde were the 
speakers furnished by the Synod to lead the one-hour discussion 
period on Improving Our Teaching.” A total of 45 congregations 

(including 7 Midwest and 1 Augustana) and 38 pastors in these 
Rallies. The total attendance was 496. Pastor Avery also spoke 
to the Luther League Rallies in the Northeast and Western dis- 
tricts with five pastors and about 100 leaguers present at each 
rally. 

Inter-Lutheran Leadership Training Schools were held at Fre- 
mont, Omaha, and South Sioux City in 1949. 


Pastors J. Ernest Messer and Ernest W. Switzer attended the 
Midwest Regional Conference of Synodical Leaders of Parish Edu- 
cation at Chicago, June 14-16, representing the Nebraska Synod. Pas- 
tor Fred W. Kern, a member of the Board, also attended. They 
gave detailed reports of the Conference to the Parish Life and 
Work Committee at its meeting on October 10 in Fremont. The 
theme of the Conference was “It’s Worth Our Best.” From the 
list of suggestions of “What Our Synodical Committees Can Do.” 
I would like to recommend the following: „ 

1. Extend the catechetical program. 
2. Develop church-home relationships. 

3. Introduce and develop use of audio-visual aids. 

4. Promote leadership education classes. 

5. Develop use of Christian family life. 


Pastor Messer participated in a very interesting panel dis- 
cussion on “Preparing Youth for Marriage.” One full day was 
given to an Audio-Visual-Aids Workshop. : 


The Conference in 1950 will meet at Chicago the week of June 

18. Suggested subjects for the 1950 workshop are: catechetics, 
vacation church school, week-day program. It was suggested that 
the Home department be put on the program.

The Twenty-seventh Annual Midland Summer Assembly for 
Church Workers was held August 7-12, 1949 on the College Campus 


in Fremont, Nebraska. It was held in conjunction with the Sixty- 
ninth Annual Convention of the Women’s Missionary Society. 


Chapel devotions were conducted each morning by The Rev. 
G. R. Whittecar, pastor of First Lutheran Church, Tulsa, Okla- 
hema. His theme for the werk was: What it means to be a Chris- 
tien” through Faith, Growth, Liberty, Opportunity and Vision.“ 


Credit courses were offered and conducted: “Abiding Values of 
Genesis,” by Pastor J. E. Messer; “Our Christian Beliefs,” by Dr. 
S. White Rhyne of the Parish and Church School Board; “The Life 
of Christ in the Gospel of John,” by Pastor Henry Monnich.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE X | 
7. Should a congregation disband, or cease to function for a 
period of two years, the title to all property, real, personal, and 


mixed, shall vest in the Nebraska Synod of The United Lutheran 
Church in America, its successors or assigns. 


8. And it is further provided that any congregation or pas- 
torate having become a member of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Nebraska, upon its own voluntary application, may not with- 
draw its membership from Synod without written notification of 
such intention to all members of said congregation and a two-thirds 
vote for withdrawal at a legally called congregational meeting, and 
thereafter the submission of such purpose to Synod at a regular 
annual convention of Synod, or at a special legally called meeting of 
Synod for the consideration of such action. A majority vote of the 
congregations of Synod, voting as a congregation, or a pastorate, 
shall be sufficient to ratify or disapprove any action of any con- 
gregation or pastorate proposing to withdraw from the Fvangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska. Failure to secure such Synodical rati- 
fication of the congregation’s or pastorate’s action, with reference 
to membership in Synod, the whole subject shall be taken up anew 
and proceed with as originally required after an interval of one year. 
Then should the result remain as before, upon payment of the con- 
gregation’s or pastorate’s full portion of the biennial appropriation 
of Synod as laid upon Synod by The United Lutheran Church in 
America and by Synod itself, a letter of withdraw! shall be granted.
